provinces, for our rainfall is some- 
what limited, and we ieed it ail, 
| Withoft sutticient soil moisture the 


| be snort, the ear under-sized and not 
well tilled, insufficient moisture will 
also reduce the size of the kernel 
and lessen its weight per bushel. 

The amount of water absorbed 
and given off by the leaves is some- 
what remarkable, One 
says that one weed plant an inch in 
diameter at the base, and having a 
leaf surface of about 59 square teet, 
has been known to transfer through 
its leaves one pound four ounces of 
water in 24 hours. Another writer 
says an average fmustard plant 
pumps from the soil about 14 ounces 
of water per day, and a sunflower 
may absorbd 33 ounces in one day, 

Weeds injure the grain by crowd- 
ing; all living plants must have a 
certain amount of space for the cir- 
culation of air and moisture, and to 
be open to the life-giving warmth 
and light of the sun. When crowded, 
even among themselves, they cannot 
thrive, and if this needed space is to 
any extent occupied by weeds the 
returns from the crop must be cor- 
respondingly less. Weeds are no- 
toriously more resistent to drou#ht, 
more rapid c. growth, more sturdy 
of habit 
than the cultivated plants that they 
shade, drown or starve out. 

Adam Dickson, as long ago as 1735, 
said in his treatise on agriculture: 
“Weeds are nourished by the same 
food that would’ nourish useful 
|plants, and therefore when allowed 
to grow along with them must rob 
them of part of their food, Experi- 
ence convinces the farmer of the 
truth of this; for he finds that his 
crop is pad in proportion to the 
quantity and kinds of weeds with 
which his land is infested.” 

Some weeds terve as host plants, 


stubbles are often a breeding ground 
tor cut worms, flea beetles and other 
insect plagues. 

Sheaves of grain containing any 
considerable quantity of weeds are 
difficult to cure, and are frequently 
the ‘cause of grain heating in the 
stack, bin or elevator, thus seriously 
injuring its germinating power. 
Weeds mean extra labor in cleaning 
the threshed grain, and in some in- 
stances it is almost impossible to 
make a perfect separation with the 
machines in common use, For 
|stance, it is exceedingly difficult to 
separate wild .oats from 
Darnel is difficult to separate from 
barley, etc. 

I consider it extremely dangerous 
to. purchase seed grain from a 
grower whose farm is generally full 
of weeds, even if the particular field 
from which the individual sample 
was obtained is clean, for there is 
great danger of wee. seeds becoming 


mixed through the use of imple- 
ments, machinery, etc, 
* Two incidents in my own exepri- 


ence will illustrate this point. In the 
autumn of 1906, I visited a farm in 
this province, where | understood the 
owner made a specialty of growing 
seed grain. I found one gmall patca 


of about one-half acre which had 
been hand-picked and was fairly 
free of noxious weeds, but every

Big U.S. Aeroplane 


Rumored That a Monster Machine 
Will Soon be Put to Use 


An American built aeroplane soon 
to be used in the war, which will 
cary a 9-centimetre gun and which 
will be six times as large as the new 
German Fokker monoplanes, was 
described by G. Douglas Wardrop, 


editor of the Aerial Age, in an ad-| 


dress to the cadets and instructors 
of the United States Military Acad- 
emy. f 

After stating that the aeriai equ'p- 
ment of the United States army was 
in every way inadequate, Mr. War- 
drop, said: “We have heard very 


much of late concerning the Fokker | that might be quoted; but in the end 


monoplanes, the machine that spirals 
to a tremendous altitude and then 
darts directly down upon its oppo-

deadly bullets upon its adversary 
“We in tiis country are quietly 
preparing a* monster machine that 
will represent the conquest of even 
the latest German achievement. This 
aeroplane will be six times larger 
than any yet tried. It can carry 
sufficient gasoline to give a speed 
of seventy-five miles an hour and a 
cruising range of more than 609 
miles. The horsepower’ consists of 
seven motors, six of 160 horsepower 
each and one of 40 horsepower. With 
about eight passengess, this machine 
has a further capacity for carrying 


700 gallons of gasoline, sixty gallons | 


of oil and a useful load of 38,000 
pounds. By decreasing the 3,000 


pound cargo the number of passen- 
gers can be approximately increased 
to thirty. A total weight of 21,000 
pounds can be carried through the 
air. The machine jis built with three 
planes, spreading 133 feet. The length 
is sixty-eight feet. 

“This will be the type of bombard- 
ing aeroplane that will be used on 
German ports in the early spring. 
Many of the type are now under con- 
struction, 

“A new gun which gives no recoil 
will be used in this monster ‘plane, 
It consists of a tube in which two 
shots are simultaneously discharged 
by a single explosion. One shot, the 
deadly steel shell, speeds down to- 
ward the enemy; a second, which is 
made of sand, is discharged back- 
ward. As a resuJt there is no recoil 
from the gun. This new gun will 
throw a shell nine centimetres in 
diameter.”

The British Navy 
More Than Million Mén In the Differ. 
ent Branches of Naval Work 


The magnitude of the work going on 
fm the navy is shown in a letter from 
the admiralty to Sir Gilbert Parker, 
answering his enquiry in the house of 
commons on the number of people en- 
gaged in all branches of the navy and 
of naval work. 

The letter state. that the navy 
proper had 146,000 officers and men 
when the war broke out, which num- 
ber has now increased.to 320,000 with 
the authority granted for a further 
tncrease to 350,000 officers and men, 
besides 67,000 naval reserves, There 
are. also 85,000 men engaged in work 
@t royal dockyards and other naval 
establishments, and several times that 
number on admiralty work under con- 
tract and sub-contract, j 

Besides these, the letter specifies 
men engaged: in getting coal for the 
fleet, dockside workers and civilian 
crews of coalers, oilers, mine sweep- 
ers, supply ships, etc., and in addition 


men and women engaged in making 
clothing and preparing food for the 
fleet. 


Thomas J. McNamara, financial 
Gecretary of the admiralty, adds: 
“If asked to put the matter in a 


g@entence, I would say that for every 


* agricultural work, 


man in the navy, of. which there are 
something like 300,000, there are. cer- 
tainly two persons and possibly even 
three at work on ship construction, 
repairing and contributing to the gen- 
eral efficiency and fighting ability of 
the fleet.” } 

An aggregate of more than one 
million persons engaged in various 
branches of naval work is thus shown. 


Women For Farm Work

In The British 


“Bi-kilmat El-Inkleez!” “By the 
word of the British, what I say is 
true.” 

One of the greatest assets Britain 
and her allies has in the Near Hast 
is the unbounded faith and confid- 
ence the Arabs have in the word 
of a Briton, declared Rev. Canon 
Gould, in the course of an address 
on Syria and Arabia as Factors in 
the Scheme of Germany. Canon 
Gould, who for thirteen years was 
a resident of Syria, Arabia and 
Palestine, had abundant opportunity 
to study the natives of those 
countries and was consequently able 
to speak with authority on the part. 

“The Arab is the most innocent, 
most convincing, most persistent, 
plausible, and incurable liar on the 
face of the globe,” said the Canon, 
“but once he puts his foot on the 
smalest rock of truth he says. ‘By 
the British word, what I say 3s 
true!’ It is one of the most magni- 
ficent tributes to British rule that 
have ever been uttered. The story 
of Britain’s entry into the war in 
defence of her given word has been 
told in very Arab’s tent from Mor- 
occo to Bagdad itself.” 

Canon Gould declared that what- 
ever might happen on the frontiers 
of Egypt, the frontiers of India were 
safe for the present. He said that 
the railroad that had been built 
ostensibly to carry pilgrims to the 
Mohammedan cites of Mecca and 
Médina was undoubtedly built for 
strategic purposes under the author- 
{ty of the minister of marine at 
Constantinople. The road was con- 
structed by a German engineer. 
Dealing with Hilaire Belloc’s recent 
statement that a double tracked rail- 
way had been completed as far as 
Besseheba, Rev. Canon Gould stated 
that he doubted this very much. At 
the commencement of.the .war there 
was not a single mile of double 
track railroad in Turkey’ in: Asfa, 
and difficulties in the way of con- 
struction and transportation of mat- 
erjal, would make it almost im- 
possible to build the line as far as 
Beloc says it has been built, 

Referring to the same _ writer's 
statement that a serious effort could 
not be made there without a third 
of a million men, Canon Gould said 
that for this year at least, no matter 
how much the Turks were aided by 
the German, they could not hope to 
employ more than 60,000 men there, 
He pointed out that at the close of 
April, the whole country became a 
barren and sunbaked wilderness, 

He declared that it was vital that 
Britain should maintain her status 
{in Arabia and Mesopotamia. -The 
Arabs were influenced by military 
demonstrations more than anything 
else. Nothing could be more suicidal 
or insane than to send a small force 
that would be in danger of being 
surrounded or cut up. 

“I have read every proclamation 
issued by the Kaiser,” continued 
Canon Gould. “Every one of them 
can be translated into the Arabic 
language and pose as the utterances 


of an orthodox Mohammedan leader.”, 


He pointed out that the Sultan 
posed as the protector of the sacred 
cities of the Mohammedans, and if 
the Turks ever lost that hold on the 
Mohammedans, the German effort 
in the Near East would fail,

“A Germany victory,” argued Prof. 
Walz, of Harvard, at the Clerk uni- 
versity conference recently, “will 
mark the end of the great world em- 
pires based upon conquest.” Yet his 
demonstration that “Germany from 
necessity stands for the independence 
of nations” falls somewhat short of 
completeness. Germany has _ never 
stood for the independence of Poland, 
and if it stands for the independence 
of Beligum or Serbia the fact hag not 
been avowed. Nor js it convincing to 
hear that “it is to the interest of Ger- 
many that the Balkan states enjoy 
peace ‘and stable government that 
,lurkey develop her resources; that 
Persia be independent.” Quite so, and 
it is no less in the interests of Brit- 
ain that Egypt enjoy peace and stable 
government, that India develop her 
own resources, that Afghanistan and 
Tibet remain independent, But grati- 
fying such interests is not the way 
to make an end of empires based on 
conquest, and no empire is _ histori- 
cally more based on conquest than the 
German empire.—Springtield Republi- 
can, 

Will Fortify Smallest of Samoans 

Apolima, the smallest of the Sam- 
oan Islands, is to be fortified by the 
British administration, now occupying 
German Samoa, it has been announc- 
ed. 
Apolima lies between the two large 
Islands of Upolu and Savaii. On the 
northern side there ig a narrow and 
dangerous passage, through which 
only small boats can pass. The re- 
mainder of the coast is precipitous. 
Authorit.es say ‘it will make an al- 
most impregnable fortress. .

Insect Pests 
In Canada 


Means For Controlling Insect Pests 
Throughout Dominion 


In the report of the Dominion en- 
tomologist fori:the year ending March 
31st, 1914, which has just been pub- 
lished, an account is given of the 
activities of the. Kntomological 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, in the matter of con- 
trolling insect pests throughout Can- 
ada-and. all who are interested in this 
subject will be repaid by-a perusal of 
this record ‘of-a year’s :work. The 
department now maintains nine: field 
laboratories in different parts of the 
Dominion’ at which investigations on 
various insect pests are carriéd on. 
This line of work constitutes the chief 
aspect of the work of the branch. A 
large amount of work is necessitated 


and Pésts Regulations of the Destruc- 
tive Insect and Pest Act, involving 
the inspection and fumigation of trees 
and plants entering Canada, Pérhaps 
one of the most Iinteresti of the 
activities of the branch is the work 
carried on againct..the Brown-tail 
Moth in Hastern Canada particularly,: 
the importation and establishment of 
the parasites of this insect and the 
Gypsy Moth. A map is given show- 
{ng the places in Canada where the 
Moths have been distributed by the 
department. . = es : 

Other branches of work-.coygred by 
the report are investigations on in- 
sects affecting cereals and other field 
crops, including an account of the 
notorious army-worm outbreak in 
1913; ingects- affecting fruit crops, 
ag ithe resultiof which investigation 
work of great -practical value has 
‘etmgued; insects affecting forest and 
shadé ‘trees -{n which an account of 
the investigations of Stanley Park, 
Vancouvér;* which has been so seri- 
gusly affected by frost insects is 
‘given; inseots affecting: domestic anl- 
mals and man ‘dnd: insects affecting 
garden and greenhouse.. The report 
ig a record (- marked progress. in a 
branch of the work of: the depart- 
Ment of agriculture which’ not only 
affects agriculture, but also forestry 
and public health. Copies of this re-

The Many Uses 
of Army Forms 


A Big Task to Keep an Army Supplied 
With Stationery 


You have probably never reflectea 
on the essential importance of the 
stationery service to the army in the 
field. A shrewd observer once re- 
marked that an army marches not 
on its stomach, but rather on its 
army forms, For at every step the 
army has need of the stationer. He 
must supply it with its hundred and 
one varieties of army forms for 
writing orders, despatches, requisi- 
itions, with Jabels of all descriptions, 
from the labels for the trucks con- 
signed to the different formation in 
the field to the labels attached to the 
wounded, indicating the nature of 
thelr wounds and those attached to 
An 
individual can generally beg or bor- 


jrow pen and ink or indelible, pencil. 


In all its forms and posters and 
labels and publications you keep 
coming across the romantic, the ex- 
citing side of war . the posters 
in French and Flemish offering a 
reward of 2,000 francs for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction 
of a spy, 
which perhaps only a score ure 
printed for the use of the highest 
commands, the short service for the 
burial of the dead slain in action, 
the field postcards printed in the 
world-old languages of the east. 

The army stationer’s organization 
comprises a_ score of officers and 
some 260 men, dealing daily with a 


hundred different branches of the 
stationery department, but so per- 
fect is the organization that its 


builder and head can control it with- 
out confusion or fuss from hig little 
first. floor back at G.H.Q. - 

The army stationery services at- 
tend the soldier ftom the moment 
he reads the recruiting poster until 
he igs pensioned out of the army. It 
produces the recruting posters, the 
soldier's attestation form, his small 
book, his pay. book, his acquittance 
roll, his casualty sheet, his field ser- 
vice postcard and “green envelope,” 
his wounds card, and, if he is sick 
in hospital notepaper for writing 
home, his form of discharge from 
he pital, and, if he is evacuated to 
England, a car.’ showing the 
printed address to which he is sent, 


and, finally, his form of: discharge 
out of the service of the form by 
which he rejoins when certified tit 
for duty. 


His spiritual side is not neglected 
Through the sationery services he 
receives his Bible or Gospel in pocket 
form, a prayer card to carry in his 
cap, and his little hymn book, while 
the Jewish soldier gets his khaki- 
bound Prayer Book printed {n He- 
brew and English. Through the same 
source the soldier is supplied with the 
form on which he makes an allotment 
of pay to those at home and, if he is 
thrifty, application forms for war loan 

On the hygienic side the station- 
ery services’ posters warn him 
against the dangers of ices,  shell- 
fish, uncooked fruit, unboiled milk, 
and tell him what to do should he be 


“passed” or suffering from _ frost- 
bite. 
Figures speak, they say. Up. to 


last June the stationery services had 
supplied some 62,000,000 field service 
postcards (printed in English, Hindu, 
Urdu and Gurmukhi, the last three 
for the different races among the 
Indian troops), nearly 100,000,000 
army message forms, 7,000,000 mes- 
sage envelopes, 2,000,000 war diaries 


and intelligence summary of events 
(for army record purposes) and 
50,000,000 to 35,000,000 respectively 


of two different types of army form. 

These figures have, of course, :n- 
creased proportionately with the large 
augmentation of our army in the 
field since the summer, 

Even the famous red tape, also 
supplied by the stationery services, 
has at times to be diverted from its 
original uses in the interest of the 
army. Here i3 a copy of an applica- 
tion received from the ordnance; 

“Kindly let bearer have 4,000 yards 
of tape, red, for use with respirators 
for urgent issue to the front to- 
night.” 

This application was made at the 
height of the second battle of Ypres 
during the first German gas attacks, 
The 4,000 yards of “tape, red,” were 
supplied instantly and reached their 
destination in time, 

It will probably come as a surprise 
to those who have visions of army 
commanders penciling despatches in 
tents at dead of night to know that 
there are considerably more than 
a thousand typewriters (in special 
travelling cases) in use in the field 
at present. They are kept in order 
and repaired by travelling mechanics 
in the stationery services. There ig 
some question, I believe, of forming 
a central bureau for typewriting te 
relieve commands in the field of 
clerical work.

Making Ice In Pans 

While the temperature is below the 
freezing point farmers should take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to lay by a 
supply of ice for next summer, The 
man with an ice pond neede no in- 
structions, but his less fortunate 
neighbor need not be without ice—he 
can freeze it in pans outdoors. An ice 
plant of this sort will csot from fifteen 
to twenty dollars. % 

A double tank should be ‘made of 
galvanized iron. The inner compart- 
ment of this tank should be ten feet 
long, two feet wide and twelve inches 
deep. The top of the tank should be 
slightly wider than the bottom. The 
inner tank should be divided into six 
compartments by means of galvanized 
iron strips. The double tank should 
be placed near the outdoor pump, 
where it can easily be filled. 

Being exposed on ali sides the 
water in it will freeze very quickly. 
A bucketful of hot water poured into 
the space between the tanks will ‘loos- 
en the cakes of ice, each weighing 200 
pounds. Four tons of ice will last the 
average family a year, The cakes 
may be packed away in the icehouse 
as they are frozen.

- CLOSER RELATIONS WITH BRITAIN 
AND THE OVERSEAS DOMINIONS 


PLAN WELDING OF THE EMPIRE AFTER THE WAR 


Sir Rider Haggard is Making a World Tour With the Object of 
Investigating the. Opportunities for Empire Building at 
The Conclusion of the War 


Bir Rider Haggard has left Eng- 
land on a trip around the world, with 
a mission from the Royal Colonial In- 
stitute to investigate the chances of 
empire-building atter the war. His 
plan, backed by the institute and its 
important officials, including Lord 
Curzon, is to prevent the emigration 
to foreign cvuntries of soldiers and 
their families aftes the war, and tu 
direct steady streams of these war 
veterans to the British colonies— 
South Africa, Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, and the many insular colonies 
—thus recruiting the population witha 
sturdy and intelligent class, and hold- 
ing them within the British empire. 


It is the latest phase of the imperial 
movement, which seeks to bind to: 
gether the Mother Country and the 
oversea dominions into a vast confea- 
eracy. 

While he is one of the interesting 
literary figures of England, he is be- 
sides a justice of the peace of his 
home town in Norfolk and a student 
on land settlement, unemployment, 
and agriculture, and this quaiification 
led to his choice as commissioner, 

He will go first to South Africa, then 
eastward to the Straits Settlements, 
Australia, New Zealand, and will be in 
the United States and Canada next 
summer or fall, going from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic. 

“I am going to inquire,” said Sir 
Rider, “into the possibilities of the 
British empire, with reference to land 
settlement and employment of ex-ser- 
vice men after the war. It is obvious 
that, during the turmoil and change of 
conditions resulting from so great a 
6truggle, a large number of men will 
become dissatisfied with their former 
employment. 

“I am going merely to inquire and 
Teport and to form my own conclu- 
sions from what 1 see. That, I think, 
is a useful work, since it is foolish to 
put off such investigations till the war 


ends, when there would be great diffi- | 


culty in dealing with the matter. In- 
deed, the problem of land settlement 
is one which cannot be tackled in a 
hurry. My conclusions will be em- 
bodied in my report to the Royal Col- 
onial Institute, and perhaps in a book 
on the landed and other resources of 
the empire.” Referring to the class 
of war veterans who would go out to 
replenish the colonial empire, Sir Rid- 
er said: “Such men as are being con- 
iidered as possible emigrants would, 


of course, taken as a whole, be of the, 


very highest class, soldiers and sailors 
who had been under discipline and 
shown themselves to posses the best 
qualities of manhood. Any portion of 
the colonies should be proud to see 
such men ang their womankind arrive 
as an addition to their population, and 
I am quite sure many parts of the 
empire will welcome them. There is 
another thing I am gure will result, 
that the empire will cease to be so 
fond of admitting Germans and other 
foreigners within its gates, and will 
yrefer to stick to Anglo-Saxons.” 


Must be Agreement 


There must be commercial agree- 
ment between ourselves, the Domin- 


fons and the Allies, Thera is one 
main weapon which such an agree- 
ment would create—tariff arrange- 


ments to benefit the products of our 
friends and to penalize those of our 
enemies. To a confernce designed to 
form such an agrement Great Britain 
alone would come with empty hands. 
She would, under her present fiscal 
policy, have nothing with which to 
help the trade of her kinsmen and her 
friends, nothing with which to harm 
the trade of her enemies,—London 
Times.

From Dream to Reality 


Aviation no Longer Considered Exper- 
imental, but an Actual Factor in 
Modern Public Service 


Aeroplane mail-carrying is now 
recognized by the United States 
Postmaster-General, and makers of 
aeroplanes and hydroplanes are in- 
vited to tender on carrying the mails 
on some important coast routes, The 
announced objects of the innovation 
are the improvement of the service 
and the development of the science 
of aviation. One route selected in 
Southern Massachusetts, from New 
Bedtord across Buzzard’s Bay and 
Nantucket Sound to Nantucket, stop- 
ping twice on intervening islands, is 
about 66 miles. Two. hours are al- 
lowed for the trip. Thirteen return 
trips per week are required for the 
four summer months, and six week 
ly trips during the remainder of the 
year. The weight limit is 3,000 
pounds, and the hours of starting and 
arriving are specified. In Alaska 
there are routes from Valdez to Fair- 
banks, 358 miles, and from Fair- 
banks to Tanana, 162 miles, three 
times a week. A service twice a 
week is required from Tanana to 
Kaltag, 381 miles; from Kaltag to 
Nome, 225 miles, and from Seward 
to Iditarod, 380 piles. These and 
other routes, set’ forth with definite- 
ness as to hours and weights, are 
subject to tender, the contracts to 
be awarded when the bids are open- 
ed in May and October next. 


The definiteness of the departmen- 
tal demands shows that aviation is 
no longer regarded as nebulous, ex- 
perimental, or uncertain, but as an 
actual factor in modern public ser- 
vices. From the vague stage of 
scientific inquiry, aerial] navigation 
has become in a few years the sub- 
pect of governmental tenders by 
practical men of business. Cost of 
manufacture and operation is count- 


ed with the systematic regularity 
long established in other carrying 
services. Fuel consumption, rates 


of speed, types of construction, and 
methods of operation are considered 
with careful regard to detail. The 
new century has witnessed the con- 
quest of air, but the problem of 
distributing the products of the 
growing multitude of useful inven- 
tions remains unsolved.—Toronto 
Globe. 


Mobilize British Women 


Big Government Scheme to Care for 
Agricultural Needs of the 
Nation 


The London Daily News gives some 
details of the government plans to 
organize a recruiting campaign for 
women to till the soil, 

It is proposed to issua an armlet to 
women willing to undertake farm 
work, and that they will be entitled 
to wear a special uniform. 

Every village will be canvassed by 
woman's committees, and all who vo!l- 
unteer will be registered and given 
an armlet and uniform, which consists 
of a coat, stout boots, skirt and gait- 
ers, 

Already 250,000 men have.- been 
withdrawn from the fleld of agricul- 
ture, and it is anticipated that a fur- 
ther 100,000 will be lost to this occu- 
pation. Practically only the sheep 
herders, ploughmen and others who 
are indispensable will remain. 

It is essential that an army of at 
least 400,000 women be mobilized.

A Palace of Salt 


Walls of the Mines of Wieliczka Glit- 
ter Like Diamenas 


In Galicia seven miles from the an- 
cient city of Cracow around which the 
warring Prussians and Russians are 
fighting for supremacy, is located the 
famous galt mine of Wieliczka. 

The mine has been actively worked 
ever, since its discovery, almost seven 
hundred years ago. At the present 
time the excavations reach a depth of 
more than a thousand feet. 

The descent into the mine is made 
by shafts and staircases. The latter, 
being carved entirely of rock salt, 
sparkle so brilliantly that one feels at 
each step as though he were treading 
upon crystal glass. Before reaching 
the bottom of this great cavern It is 
necessary to travel over many of these 
beautiful stairways, for the mine of 
Wieliczka is divided into three dis- 
tinct compartments called fields; each 
field consists of seven stories and each 
story is made up of several chambers. 

Some of these chambers are a hun- 
dred feet high, a hundred feet long 
and eighty feet wide. They are left 
in the process of excavation, and when 
any addition is required it is built 
with ‘salt and water. Masses of salt 
are piled one upon another and water 
is thrown over them dissolving a por- 
tion of the salt, which fills up the cre- 
vices. When the water evaporates it 
leaves a solid mass. Columns of salt 
are left to support the roof. 

As there are no springs at so great 
depth, the air is very dry, and every- 
thing is kept in the most perfect state 
of preservation. 

One of the largest chambers {1s used 
as a ballroom where gayly dressed 
men and women glid over the smooth, 
shining floor to the strains of Straus’s 
“Beautiful Blue Danube” waltz. 

In another chamber the nobles of 
Austria and their friends sometimes 
attend banquets. On these occasions, 
when the light falls upon the walls, 
ceiling and pillars, the immense room 
looks liks a palace carved out of aqua- 
marine. . 

But the most wonderful thing in the 
great salt mine of Wieliczka is the 
chapel of St, Anthony, where the floor. 
walls, ceilwfg, altar, niches, pedestals 
and statues are all of solid salt, yet 
everything {is g0 translucent that a 
torch held behind one of the statues 


shows light through its thickest part. |

Are Busy Making Zepps 


One or Two Big Aircraft Are Turned 
Out Each Week on Swiss Border 


The Berlin papers publish stories of 
the Zeppelin development from a 
‘Swiss source, according to which thou- 
sands of expert mechanics employed 
at the Friederichshafen works turn 
out one or two airships every week. 
The trial flights over Lake Constance 
neighborhood never cease and the 
noise of the motors which are tested 
daily and nightly at the great 
Mashach Mctor Works may be 
plainly heard far into Switzerland. 
The Zeppelir trial flights are now 
like military manoeuvres. The shape 
of the airship has undergone a great 
change since the first types appear- 
ed. It is much longer and slenderer, 
two gondolas hang lower, and no 
connecting gangway is visible, but 
is probably hidden within the vast 
body. 

The gondolas are armor plated and 
carry at least six machine guns and 
several larger pieces of artillery. 
The platform formerly noticed on 
top of the balloon, has disappeared. 

The airships show a metallic shine 
extending over one-fifth of the whole 
body. , Evidently the envelope or 
parts of it are metalized by a newly 
discovered process. The steering ap- 
paratug is much simplified and re- 
duced in size, while the motors are 
greatly enlarged. 

Interesting descriptions of the 
warlike manoeuvres of the Zeppelins 
are given; their ability of ascend- 
ing, descending and turning having 
been astonishingly improved. Not 
even the noise of the motors can 
drown the sharp crack of machine 
guns rattling away thousands of feet 
over the lake. Sometimes an air- 
ship suddenly disappears entirely in 
a cloud of vapor emanating from 
{ts own body. If the atmosphere is 
the least foggy the airship .becomes 
absolutely invisible. Therefore it 
is not surprising that . the English 
fliers have failed to discover them. 
Only the brightest moonlight may re- 
veal on airship at night, while sud- 
den darts from its own powerful 
searchlights make. concealment im- 


possible. There is much discussion 
about the new aerial torpedoes 
which are said to be destined to 


play an important part in the next 
raids, 


An American View 


The U.S. Needs the Friendship of 


England and France 


F. H. Taylor, of the University of 
Pittsburg, writing tu the editor of the 
New York Times, says: 

The president has announced he 
is ready to fight to preserve the full 
liberties of American trade, and, Con- 
gressman Mann says he_ considers 
war with England more probable 
than war with Germany. 

Have these leaders stopped to think 
of the consequences of a war with the 
entente? If the present war-is car- 
ried to a conclusion it can only end 
with the destruction of the German 
navy and the Krupp works, and we 
know that the czar expects it to last 
two or three years longer. The square 
miles of factories which are continual- 
ly being added to the Russian and 
English munitions plants are based on 
this calculation. When peace comes 
in Europe the entente and Japan will 
probably have 15,000,000 men under 
arms and they would welcome a quar- 
rel which would lessen their debts by 
$40,000,000,000. It would be easier 
for Great Britain to operate in New 
England than. at Saloniki or Suez. 
Each of the four European’ powers 
could land 200,000 men every ten days, 
while Japan, with her standing army 
of 1,000,000 and her population over 
71,000,000, all trained by the German 
system, could operate from Hawaii 
and employ an indefinite number. 


If I were an Englishman I would | 


favor such a war. By remaining sil- 
ent during the invasion of Belgium 
the American government has shown 
approval of a nation going out for 
plunder, or a “place in the sun,” so 


why should not Englishmen do it?”| 
been far less ruth-| 


The allies have 
less in modifying international law 
than we were fifty years ago, and 
have done nothing which could not 
be explained by precedent or a worse 
act on the part of the Germans, yet 
we have written them note after 
note, and always about American 
dollars. When the Germans strewed 
floating mines over the North Sea we 
said never a word, but when Eng- 


land warned us of the danger we 
shouted, “England has closed the 
North Sea to American trade!” If 


the good-will of Germany means the 
ill-will of the allies, then it is a lux- 
ury we cannot afford. 

Never was the Republic {n greater 
danger, and safety lies not in our 
feeble attempts at preparedness, but 
in the friendship of the French and 
English people. There ig no time to 
lose, because public ‘opinion in those 
countries must not’ be allowed to 
crystalize against us,

PLANS TO LEND ASSISTANCE TO 


BELGIUM SAID 


TO BE A FAILURE 


SIR EDWARD GREY GIVES THE REASONS FOR THIS 


British Government Cannot Agree That Belgian Industries Can 
Be Maintained, While Germany Continue to Drain 
‘ The Country of Its Resources 


The plan of alding Belgium to feed 
herself by rehabilitating the indus- 
tries of the country under control of 
the American commission for relief in 
Belgium, .has failed, according to a 
letter written by Sir Edward Grey, the 
British foreign secretary, to M. Hy- 
mans, the Belgian minister at London, 
because the Germans thus far have 
failed to reply to the request for 
guarantees that raw materials and 
manufactured goods will not be seiz- 
ed by the occupying armies. 

The American relief commission 
some time ago proposed that certain 
kinds of non-contraband raw materials 
should be permitted to pass through 
the British blockade into Belgium, 
goods manufactured from them to be 
re-exported. It was proposed that the 
balance of trade thus created in favor 
of Belgium should be invested in food, 
thus putting the population so far as 
possible upon a self-supporting basis, 
and at the same time checking the 
growing demoralization due to long 
unemployment. Sir Edward Grey's 
letter to the Belgian minister follows: 

“Dear Minister—During the last 
few months you, have represented to 
me frequently the condition of indus- 
tries in that part of Belgium occupied 
by the enemy and the need for im- 
port of raw material, if those indus- 
tries were to be saved from ruin and 


universal unemployment and distress | 


prevented. 

“I now enclose a memorandum 
which shows the true state of the 
case, I should add that the question 
here dealt with is entirely distinct 
from the importation of foodstuffs in- 
to Belgium by the relief committee, as 
to which the attitude of his majesty’s 
government remains that recenuy 
stated to parliament—that the gov- 
ernment will facilitate the work of the 
commission as long and insofar as the 
work is carried on under adequate 
neutral supervision completely inde- 
pendent of German control, and in 
compliance with conditions laid down 
from time to time by his majesty’s 
government, 

(Signed) “BE. GREY.” 

The memorandum referred to by Sir 
Edward Grey is in part as follows: 

“It is understood that there is a 
strong feeling among the Belgians 
that the industrial distress of Belgium 


is to be attributed colely to the action | 


of the allied governments in prevent- 
ing imports, and it often contended 
that this action does not appreciably 
harm Germany, while it involves a 
most painful loss to the people of our 
ally.” 

The memorandum then _ explains 
that the British kovernment cannot 
agree that Belgian industry can be 
maintained in the present  circum- 
|stances without a very considerable 
benefit to Great Britain’s enemies and 
without involving a postponement of 
| Belgian independence. 

But the government, it says, {s fully 
impressed with the necessity of sup- 
porting the Belgian population. For 
this reason it has supported the com- 
mission for relief In Belgium and per- 
mitted export trade from Belgium un- 
der certain conditions. Also for this 
reason, the memo adds, the govern- 
;ment some months ago asserted its 
willingness to consider proposals for 
the importation of raw materials into 
Belgium through the agency and un- 
der the guarantees of the relief com- 
mission, 

“The undertakings demanded from 
the Germans in connection with this 
|scheme,” the memo continues, ‘were 
simple. They were to permit the free

The memo then accuses the Gem 
mans of a deliberate plan not to enteg 
into any agreemnt of the proposed 
kind until they have taken “the last 
ounce of native stocks of raw mater 
fals or manufactured goods which 
can be of use to them, and till they 
have been able to create such wide 
spread destitution as to force a requl- 
site amount of Belgian labor to emt 
grate to Germany or take employ: 
ment in Belgian works controlled by 
them for their own purposes.” 

“Should these objects be gained,” 
continues the memo, “they will doubt 
less express readiness to make aa 
arrangement, so that the country, 
once it is fully drained of its ro 
sources, May be restocked. Before 
that time has arrived this German 
policy should, therefore, be fully ex 


' posed.”
